McCully said that Eppler could 
have held the property and sold 
it “for an inflationary price,” but 
instead “he gave us a pretty good 
deal and made it possible for us 
to remain in Upland.”

Hospital Employes Get 44 Hour Week 


Longer Vacations As Policy Outlined 


munity hospital learned last night 
they will work fewer hours each 
week and will have lcenger vaca- 
tions annually. 

Speaking to the 108 employes 
at a personnel meeting in the 
hospital, Dr. A. A. Aita, admin- 
istrator, announced that effective 
Oct. 1 all employes will work 44 
hours a week, instead of the pres- 
ent 48, and that a month’s vaca- 
tion’ will be given to ‘long-time 
employes. j 

Changes in the work schedule 
will mean an additional outlay 
annually of $25,000, Dr. Aita re- 
ported. The personnel meeting 
was held in the solarium at the 
hospital. 

The following vacation sched- 
ule will be in effect January 1; 
employes with one to five years 
of service, two weeks vacation; 
five to 10 years of service, three 
weeks vacation; 10 to 20 years 
of service, four weeks vacation; 


‘Employes of San Antonio s 


20 to 25 years of service, one 
month vacation plus one - half 


month’s salary; 25 years and up 
of service, month’s vacation plus 
one month's salary. 

Joe Agapay has the distinction 
of being the only employe of at 
least 20 years’ service. 

In addition to the regular vaca- 
tion, all employes will be allowed 
to observe six hclidays through- 
out the year,

County Delays 
District Hearing — 


Final action on the proposed | 
Cucamonga fire district was post- 
poned another week as the county 
board of supervisors decided yes- 
terday that more time was need- 
ed to investigate the objections 
of persons opposing the district. 

The Cucamonga. service club, 
which has been advocating the 
formation of the district, was rep- 
resented at the hearing in San 
Bernardino by a group of 30 per- 


sons. The opposition to the fire 
district, led by John Klusman, 
presented a _ petition signed by 


25 property cwners protesting the 
formation of the proposed dis- 
trict. 

The boundaries of the proposed 
distirct included the area from 
Fourth street to Baseline and 
from Grove to Haven. The super- 
visors felt that additional time 
was needed to study the boundar- 
ies, particularly the inclusion of 
the undeveloped land in the lower 
part of the district. 

J. R. Thrasher, president of the

Twenty years ago, Mr. 
said the road to the river was one 
of the local major highway pro- 
jects. Up until the time of the 
‘Prado dam construction, the high- 
way served “fairly well.” Before 
work was started on the dam, 
the U.S. war department eng:n- 
eers made contracts with the 
county for rebuilding of the road, 
the assemblyman said. In the 
meantime, a federal ccurt judge | 
has ruled that the federal govern- ' 
ment is not required to complete 
the highway relocation phase of 
the dam construction project.
